Peter Walters supplied the following summary re the spotted alfalfa 
aphid, Therioaphis trifolii (SAA) and the blue green aphid, Acyrthostphon 
kondoit (BGA). During November-December both aphids were present at sub- 
economic levels due largely to prevailing drought conditions. During 
January large areas of N.S.W. received heavy falls of rain. As a result of 
these f: lls vast areas of dryland lucerne and other medics are regenerating 
leading © increases in SAA populations in some areas of the state. If 
further rain does not fall SAA is expected to reach plague proportions in 
most regions of the state by March. BGA populations continue to remain at 
very low levels throughout the state, but are expected to increase in April- 
May.

1977 was a most successful year in the life of the Society if the 
continued high attendance of members at the monthly meetings in the face 
of stiff competition from good T.V. viewing on Monday nights can be taken 
as a guide. 


A great variety of subject matter and methods of presentation were 
experienced. Since my last report, four meetings were held that involved 
more than one speaker. Of these, two were devoted to Notes and Exhibits 
by members and one was centred on quarantine aspects of entomology ef special 
interest in Queensland. This highlighted introduced drywood termites, lucerne 
aphids and the giant African snail and alerted us to the potential threat that 
the screworm fly of Papua New Guinea poses to the Australian livestock industries.
